April  13th,  1886, 1  granted  dispensation  to  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  to 
bury  with  Masonic  honors  late  Bro.  John  Brown,  a  member  of  Scotia 
Lodge,  of  New  York. 

May  5tj.i,  1886, 1  granted  dispensation  to  Vancouver  Quadra  Lodge, 
No.  2,  to  bury  with  Masonic  honors  late  Bro.  Edward  Samuel  Vigor  of 
■aid  Lodge. 

I  also  granted  a  dispensation  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  to  bury  with 
Masonic  honors  late  Bro.  Deighton  of  New  Westminster. 

In  one  instance  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  confer  degrees  within 
the  regular  time  provided  by  our  conj^titution,  after  being  fully  satisfied 
of  the  propriety  of  so  doing. 
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June  16.— I  sri'&nted  a  dispensation  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  to  appear 
in  regalia  on  24th  inat,  Saint  John  Baptist's  Day,  to  attend  ohoroh  at 
New  Westminster. 

AMSHDBD  BT-XiAW& 

The  following  alteration  in  by-laws  were  approved,  yiz. :  Application 
of  Cariboo  Lodge  to  amend  their  by-laws  to  read:  Fees  shaU  be  $60.00 
in  lieu  of  $76.00,  for  conferring  the  Three  Degrees  in  Masonry. 

Also  Vanoouyer-Quadra  Lodge,  to  amend  their  by-laws  for  conferr- 
ing the  E.-.  A.-.  F.'.  0.'.  and  M.-.  M.-.  Degrees  the  fee  shall  be  fifty  dollars, 
payable  prior  to  initiation,  in  lieu  of  $75.00,  as  formerly  levied  on  Chndi- 
dates. 

The  application  of  Mount  Hermon  Lodge,  No.  7,  being  in  regular 
form,  and  supported  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Lodge  at  its  regular 
meeting  on  20th  February  last,  to  remove  their  Lodge  from  Moodyville 
to  Vancouver,  the  Brethren  being  convinced  that  it  would  be  for  the 
good  of  Masonry,  I  granted  permission  for  said  removal. 

On  7th  January,  with  several  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  I  visited 
Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  assisted  by  R*.  W.*.  Past  Grand 
Master  Bro.  Eli  Harrison,  instaUed  Bro.  D.  Cartmel,  the  Worshipful 
Master  elect,  into  the  chair  of  King  Solomon,  and  also  assisted  Bro. 
Cartmell  to  install  his  officers. 

After  the  Installation  the  Brethren  present  sat  down  to  a  bountiful 
refreshment,  which  was  served  up  by  Bro.  I'oiter  in  his  usually  perfect 
order,  at  which  the  Brethren  assembled  were  well  pleased. 

After  doing  ample  justice  to  the  spread,  an  hour  in  which  a  few 
well-timed  speeches,  interspersed  with  appropriate  songs  from  a  few 
brethren,  dosed  a  very  harmonious  and  pleasant  evening  which  all  the 
brethren  enjoyed  in  a  true  Masonic  spirit. 

Here,  Brethren,  permit  me  to  say,  that  I  am  very  sorry  we  were 
prevented  by  unforeseen  difficulties,  which  I  could  not  control,  from 
visiting  you  in  your  Lodges  in  the  past  spring,  as  I  intended  to  have 
done.  These  difficulties  caused  me  so  much  trouble,  anxiety,  and  extra 
work,  that  I  was  compelled  to  remain  in  Victoria  to  attend  to  them,  and 
the  time  had  so  far  passed,  that  it  became  too  late  to  visit  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  met.  With  this  explanation,  I  hope  you  will  pariion  the 
omission,  and  take  the  will  for  the  deed ;  and  I  hope  that  my  successor 
in  office  may  be  able  to  make  up,  in  his  next  year's  visits,  for  the  un- 
avoidable omission  of  the  visits  this  year,  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

As  the  office  of  Grand  Master  is  one  through  which  questions  are 
asked  and  opinions  and  rulings  given,  I  have  been  called  upon  to  answer 
the  following: 
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Qu.  Oan  the  Worahipful  Master  of  a  "Lodge,  working  nnder  dispen- 
sation, confer  the  E.*.  A.'.  F.*.  C*.  and  M.'.  M.*.  de^ees,  before  he  is  instal- 
led into  the  chair? 

Anfl. — A  Lodge  working  under  dispensation,  is  the  agent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Master  for  his  term  of  office,  who  grant  authority 
to  work  as  a  Lodge,  and  to  initiate,  pass  and  raise  candidates  in  the 
usual  manner,  until  the  Grand  Lodge  meet  in  its  annual  session;  it  will 
then,  if  the  Brethren  think  proper  to  do  so,  order  a  warrant  to  be  issued. 
And  the  Grand  Master  will  then  appoint  the  time  for  consecrating  the 
Lodge  and  inst!^lling  its  W.*.  M.'.  and  officers. 

REVISION  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  say,  that  after  numerous 
meetings,  and  much  anxious  thought,  the  Board  of  General  Purposes 
have  completed  their  laborious  work  of  revising  the  (Joustitution  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  place  the  manuscript  as  pro- 
posed to  be  amended  before  you. 

Printed  circulars  were  mailed  to  your  addresses,  shewing  the  altera- 
tions and  amendments,  proposed  to  be  made,  also  proposed  amendments 
by  Bro.  Stewart  of  Ashlar  Lodge,  Nanaimo.

I  regret  to  say  have  been  very  few,  in  fact  only  once,  with  the  rest  of 
Grand  Lodge  Officers,  have  I  been  summoned  by  the  Most  Worshipful 
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Gh-and  Master  to  visit  any  of  the  Lodges  during  the  past  Masonic  year, 
that  oooasion  was  at  the  installation  of  the  Worshipfal  Alast«r  and  Offloen 
of  Viotoris -Columbia  Lodi^e,  No.  1. 

I  would  have  been  very  much  pleased  had  the  Grand  Master  in- 
structed mf,  to  have  officially  visited  the  Lodges  outside  of  the  city, 
as  a  great  many  of  the  Brethren  I  am  personally  acquainted  with,  and 
it  would  have  ^^ven  me  an  opportunity  of  meeting  those  whom  I  did  not 
know.

Thore  are  some  matters  of  importance  that  cnrae  up  befoie  the  Pf>ord 
at  theii*  last  two  meetings,  which  the  Board  declined  to  deal  with,  and 
referred  them  to  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  feel  quite  surp  thnt  wlirn  they  are 
laid  before  you,  that  you  will  enquire  fully  into  them,  j  nd  dejil  with  them 
on  their  merits.

To  those  Brethren  words  are 
inadequate  to  express  my  thanks,  to  me  it  more  than  proves  that  when  a 
a  man  is  imbued  with  the  sublime  teachings,  and  attached  to  the 
principles  of  our  beloved  order,  that  there  is  no  one  but  would  feel  in 
him  they  had  a  friend  and  a  Brother  in  their  hour  of  distress  and  woe.

To  the  if.:  W.'.  Ornnd  Master,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  British  Columbia  : 

M.'.  W.*.  Sir  and  Brother. — Charged  with  the  duty  of  inspecting 
the  records  and  the  work  of  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Van- 
couver-Quadra Lodge,  No.  2,  the  Committee  now  begs  leave  to  report: 

In  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge  the  work  is  being  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  exhibiting  strong  desire  to  secure  efficiency,  which,  in  its  highest 
degree,  can  be  attained  only  by  systematic  instruction,  and  which,  appar 
ently,  is  largely  absent.  In  the  conduct  of  ordinary  business  while  a 
fair  average  of  capacity  is  mamtained,  there  is  room  for  a  closer  adher- 
ence to  the  strict  rules  of  parliamentary  order,  with  which  all  delibera- 
tive bodies  should  seek  to  be  familiar.  The  scrutiny  of  the  records  was 
especially  pleasurable.  The  accounts  and  other  records  are  kept  in  a 
decidedly  methodical  manner,  not  evincing  so  much  the  ideal  of  orna- 
mentation as  that  of  fullness  and  accuracy, — essentials  too  frequently 
defective  in  Lodge  books.  The  documents  are  filed  in  a  very  orderly 
manner.  And  it  is  observed  that  the  present  secretary  has  instituted  an 
order  of  things  by  which  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Lodge  are  pro- 
perly treated  in  detail  in  his  books, — the  Treasurer  being  made  thereby 
to  occupy — what  alone  he  should  do — purely  the  position  of  custodian  ; 
an  improvement,  the  first  of  the  kind  that  has  occurred,  so  far  as  known, 
in  this  jurisdiction.  Several  items  of  interest  were  culled,  showing, 
among  other  things,  the  strong  and  steadily  progressive  financial  con- 
dition of  this  lodge.  Space  forbids  particulars.  No  inventory  of  prop- 
erty is  on  record. 

As  to  work  and  business  generally  in  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge  the 
same  remarks  may  be  made  to  apply,  with  this  addition  (in  some  measure 
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applicable,  however,  to  the  sister  Lodge),  that  the  Junior  Past  Masters 
aud  others  are  too  apt  to  overlook  the  obligation  they  owe  to  their  suc- 
cessors to  render  that  active  sympathy  and  effective  aid  in  the  discharge 
of  the  arduous  duties  of  a  new  and  difficult  position,  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  and  which  are  emphatically  so  essential  in  the  accomplishment 
of  the  important  ends  at  which  Masonry  aims.  The  accounts  and  other 
records  are  kept  with  much  precision  ;  and  it  is  a  noticeable  feature  that 
here  we  have  in  operation  the  "pence-book"  system,  in  stating  members' 
accounts,-  a  system  of  great  value  in  large  lodges  and  in  all  Lodges 
where  accuracy  and  brevity  combined  are  sought.  It  is  thought  to  be 
the  only  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  which  has  introduced  the  improve- 
ment. The  details,  however,  could  be  somewhat  reduced  aud  simplified 
without  in  the  least  abridging  effectiveness.  No  inventory  of  property  is 
on  record.
